There is the case of Sir Henry Bes 
semer, for instance. and hix difficulty 
in inducing the world to use his obvi- 
ous and revolutionary methods of pro- 
ducing steel. So great wus the effect 
of the Bessemer process upon the steel 
business that the production in Eng- 
land jumped from 50,000 tons a year 
to 4,000,000 tons Immediately after ite 
introduction and so great was the ef- 
fect of the cheaper methods of refine- 
ment upon price that steel declined 
from $500 a ton to $40 a ton. Yet the 
only way Bessemer could get bis 
process used was to put up a factory, 
manufacture steel and undersel! bis 
competitors. 

Bessemer went at the problem of im- 
proving the manner of making steel 
deliberately. He wanted a stronger 
toeta) far the barrels of big gume [Te 
knew nothing of the business. He be 
gan at the bottom and learned the 
ecience of it. In the end he made a 
retort with provision for forcing alr in 
from below. He melted his iron and 
turned on the air. The whole imme 
| diately became a sparkling furnace 
| that burned so hotly and so rapidiy 

| that it was Impossible to reach the 

| valve which would turn off the air. So 
hot was the fire that the tery fasten- 
| ings of the retort were nearly melted. 

The transforming process was, bow- 

ever, completed before the heat had 

demolished the plant. So was the dis- 
covery made.
